' SEOUL, Sept. 22 (AP)—Allied 
troops, advancing behind a cur- 
tain of tank fire, today recap- 
‘tured an eastern front hill after 
'15 hours of continuous fighting. 

The United Nations troops had 
lost the peak, northeast of the 
(Punchbowl, to a North Korean 
‘battalion in a pre-dawn battle that 
marked ‘a shift of Red pressure 
from the western front to the 
east. ; 

Sabre jets tangled twice with 
‘Communist MIG-15s and the Fifth 
Air Force reported four of the 
Russian-built planes damaged. 
‘The Sabres were flying protective 
‘cover for other planes attacking 
a locomotive works and rail tun- 
nels. . 


In ‘air battles yesterday, four 
MIGs were destroyed, one prob- 
ably destroyed and six damaged. 

Twentieth U.S. Jet Ace. 

Sunday’s air battles also pro- 
duced the United States's twen- 
tieth jet ace, Capt. Robinson Ris- 
ner, Oklahoma City, Okla. He 
' got his fourth and fifth kills. 

Allied planes have destroyed 
at least 51 MIGs in September, 
their best month thus far. 


Maj. Frederick C. Blesse, top 
jet ace in Korea with eight MIGs 
to his credit, says pilots set the 
new record because “we have run 
into MIGs almost every mission 
'this month.” He disclaimed any 
‘knowledge of any new “gimmick” 
designed to improve the Sabre’s 
performance, 

It was announced in Washing- 
ton recently that a new device 
would soon be tried out on the 
Sabres in Korea, but Blesse, a 
former St. Louisan, told a news 
conference “I haven’t used any- 
thing on my aircraft that I didn’t 
have on my first mission.” : 

A top Air Force spokesman 
said, however, that a “new gim- 
mick” was in the theater but he 
would not confirm or deny that 
it- was actually being used. 

Uncertainty on Soviet Flyers. 


Maj. Blesse told interviewers | 


in Tokyo he didn’t know if Rus- 
sians were flying jets in Korea 
but he said that about six months 
ago a pilot bailed out over the 
water and “unless I am mistaken, 
the other MIGs strafed him be- 
fore we could get to him with a 
helicopter.” 

On the central front, Chinese 
Reds failed in another attempt to 
gapture a hotly contested knob 
on Finger Ridge. Two full com- 
panies of Chinese reeled back 
under a punishing Allied artil- 
lery barrage. 

Smaller probes and patrols 
flared all along the 155-mile bat- 
tlefront. Old Baldy and Kelly 
Hill, on the western front, were 
uneasily quiet. 

Correspondent Robert B. Tuck- 
man on the western front quoted 
a regimental officer as saying 
“we suffered heavy casualties” 
in the weekend battle for Old 
Baldy. Division officers estimated 
Chinese casualties at 590 killed 
and 679 wounded.

Ordered Removed From FBI Files .

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 — 
There were pointed suggestions 
today that Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Tom C. Clark be “invited” 
to tell all hé knows about the 


investigation of the Kansas City 
vote frauds in 1947 when he was 
United States Attorney General. 
Justice Clark’s name was in- 
jected into the Chelf subcom- 
mittee’s investigation of the Jus- 
tice Department when Represen- 
tative Claude I. Bakewell (Rep.), 
St. Louis, said last week Clark 
had “extracted” certain material 
on the vote frauds from the files 
of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation. 
Representative Kenneth _ B. 
Keating (Rep.), New York, rank- 
ing minority member of _ the 
House subcommittee, said yester- 
day in Rochester, N. Y., that he 
is “very strongly inclined to 
think Justice Clark should ex- 
plain why the order was given.” 
Chairman Frank L. Chelf 
(Dem.), Kentucky, said the full 
subcommittee, after studying to- 
day the documents ordered re- 
moved by Clark, would determine 
whether to begin a full-scale in- 
quiry into the Justice Depart- 
ment’s part in the Kansas City 
case. 
The chairman added: “I’m 
rather surprised that Justice 
Clark hasn’t asked to be heard. 
If we should invite him and he 
refused to appear, we would then 
have to decide. whether to issue 


a subpena. I don’t know what the 
precedents are on a committee’s 
power to enforce. a subpena 
against a Supreme Court Justice.” 

Bakewell, whd has been making 
a personal inspection of the de- 
partment’s files on the vote 
frauds, said he was told of Clark’s 
order by J. Edgar Hoover, FBI 
director. Hoover, he said, re- 
ported certain material was taken 
from the files at Clark’s order 
in June 1947, while Hoover was 
on vacation. 

The Kansas City case arose 
from the 1946 Demacratic pri- 
mary election in President Tru- 
man’s home district, in which 
Enos Axtell, with the President’s 
backing, defeated Roger Slaugh- 
ter for the nomination. Axtell lost 
in the general election. 

Voting records and ballots were 
locked in a courthouse safe for 
a post-election audit, and the 
FBI was ordered by former Assis- 
tant Attorney General Theron 
Lamar Caudle to make only a 
limited investigation of the al- 
leged irregularities. 

Before the audit could be made 
thieves blasted the safe and took 
the ballots. Although a full-scale 
investigation by the FBI was then 
ordered, the crime was never 
solved. 

Caudle, who has told the sub- 
committee he regretted limiting 
the FBI probe, will resume his 
testimony tomorrow to continue 
his account of the department’s 
operations before he was fired 
by President Truman last year 
for outside activities deemed in- 
compatible with his official du- 


ties.

The Knapp-Monarch Co., 3501 
Bent cvenue, manufacturer of 
electrical appliances, was closed 
today by a strike of 900 produc- 
tion employes in. a wage dispute. 

When pickets representing Dis- 
trict 9, International Association 
of Machinists, AFL, appeared, 
employes refused to enter the 
plant. Union officials said the 
strike was authorized after nego- 
tiators failed to reach a new 
agreement. 

Vincent P. Ring, company 
treasurer, said union demands, 
including wage increases, vaca- 
tions and guaranteed holidays, to- 
taled $440,000 annually.

Management has offered in- 
creases permitted under wage sta- 
biliZation, but employes rejected 
the offer, Ring reported.

Wage demands cover a variety of 
employment classifications at va- 
rious hourly rates.

GERMAN ELECTED 
HEAD OF EUROPE 
GROUP DRAWING 
UP CONSTITUTION 


Heinrich Von Brentano 
Chosen by 26-Man 
Committee Which Has 

Task of Working Out 


Basis for Federation. 


STRASBOURG, France, Sept. 
22 (UP)—Gérmany’s Heinrich von 
Brentano was elected today to 
head a 26-man committee which 
will draft Europe’s first federal 
constitution. 

The proposed’ constitution 
would be the basis of a federation 
of France, Germany, Belgium, 
Italy, The Netherlands and Lux- 
embourg. 

The committee in its first ses- 
sion also elected two vice pres- 
idents, J. A. H. Bruins-Slot of 
The Netherlands and Ludovico 


Venvenuti of Italy. 
Draft by March Is Objective. 


The committee was named by 
the expanded Constituent As- 
sembly of the six-nation Schuman 
plan to merge western Europe’s 
coal and steel production. The 
ad hoc assembly is made up of 
the assembly of the European 
Coal and steel Community plus 
three additional members from 
France, Italy and West Germany. 

This assembly was created to 
draft the provisional constitution 
for Europe. It voted a week ago 
to aim at a constitution draft by 
next March 10. 


At today’s meeting the group 
administered a rebuff to Britain's 
Eden plan for putting a conti- 
nental political authority within 
the framework of the 14-nation 
Council of Europe. 


The committee overrode a mo- 
tion by Guy Mollet of France to 
base its future work in the Coun- 
cil of Europe headquarters here. 
Several of the committeemen ob- 
jected to giving Jacques-Camille 
Paris, secretary-general of the 
Council, any authority over the 
ad hoc assembly staff. Paris has 
been one of the chief controver- 
sial figures in the still-smoulder- 
ing quarrel between the Council 
of Europe and the six-nation 
Schuman plan organization. 


Committee Sets Sessions. 

The British proposals, as out- 
lined here last week by British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden, 
recognized the independence of 
the continental community, but 
urged that it use Council facilities 
as much as possible. 

To underline its decision, the 
committee scheduled its future 
sessions in Brussels and Paris, 
Oct. 6 and 25, rather than in 
Strasbourg. 

In a gesture to British and Scan- 
dinavian observers, the group 
agreed to allow the use of Eng- 
lish in committee sessions. French 
was picked as the main working 
language. 

The greatest problem facing 
committeemen is the number and 
extent of powers to be delegated 
to the central authority. 

Von Brentano, a German Social 
Democrat and the only candidate 
for president of the committee, 
lost out to Belgium’s Paul-Henri 
Spaak in elections earlier this 
month for president of the six- 
nation coal-steel assembly and the 
Constituent Assembly. 

The 48-year-old lawyer is a 
leading advocate of European 
unity. He is a member of the 
West German Parliament for 
Hesse and a vice president of the 
Consultative Assembly of the 15- 
nation Council of Europe as well 
as a member of its standing com- 
mittee:—— :

“IT have no further comment,” 
he said. 

(The United Press reported that 
some observers felt this meant

Although local

“We have an Administration 
which has been incompetent in 
keeping us out of trouble abroad, 
which in the last seven years has 
not only had the great crisis in 
Berlin but has allowed us to drift 
into the Korean war with no plan 
for winning” he told a train-side 
crowd at Henderson, Ky. 

Politicians Concerned. 

The Nixon incident continued 
to get major attention for Eisen- 
hower’s staff as the train rolled 
across the southern tip of Indi- 
ana and into Kentucky. 

Politicians who boarded the 
special in both states told re- 
porters Republicans in their areas 
were disturbed by the disclosures 
about Nixon. They appeared di- 
vided in opinions over whether 
he should be dropped from the 
ticket. 

Arthur Summerfield, G.O.P. 
national chairman, remained be- 
hind in St. Louis when the train 
pulled out of there early this 
morning. 

Although Summerfield was re- 
ported talking to Republican lead- 
ers all over the country, James 
Hagerty, Eisenhower’s press rep- 
resentative said there was no 
truth fo reports that Summerfield 
was polling the national commit- 
tee. That group would select a 
successor, if Nixon withdrew from 
the ticket.

Stevenson Advisers Were Fearful General 
Would Kick Senator Off Ticket—Believe 
Case May Decide Election.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22—Some of 
Gov, Adlai E, Stevenson’s top ad- 
visers think the disclosure of 
“Poor Riechard’s fund” and the 
subsequent reaction of Gen.

When it was revealed last 
Thursday that Senator Richard 
M, Nixon of California, Republi- 
can vice presidential nominee, had 
been subsidized to the extent of 
$18,000 by 76 wealthy constitu- 
ents, persons close to Steven- 
son were fearful Eisenhower 
would kick Nixon off the ticket 
at once. 
They reasoned that if Eisen- 
hower, whose entire campaign is 
advertised as “a moral crusade,” 
should act swiftly to clean his 
own house the public reaction 
would be sufficiently favorable to 
strengethen his position. 
Stevenson’s Strategy. 
One reason for Gov. Stevenson’s 
delay in issuing a statement on 
the matter was that he thought 
Eisenhower's reaction should be 
made public first. When the gen- 
eral defended Nixon Friday Ste- 
venson felt free to say something 
and he dictated a brief statement 
that is now recognized as a stra- 
tegic masterpiece. 
In it he asked forbearance in 
judging the 39-year-old Nixon un- 
til all the facts were made known 
and stated that the problem was 
really one for the Republicans to 
solve, Some. persons close to 
Stevenson are convinced that all 
the facts have not become public. 
It is likely that the Illinois Gov- 
ernor will hold hig fire at least 
a day or so, but fast-breaking 
developments might change this. 
The Stevenson plan of the mo- 
ment is to allow Stephen A. 
Mitchell, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, to do 
the talking on the Nixon matter.

Nixon Fund ‘Bad Break,’ But Not 


Fatal, Say Missouri Republicans 


They Count on Eisenhower to Swing State— 


Democrats Assert Incident Hurt 
G.O.P. at All Levels.

Missouri Republican leaders un- 
happily regard the disclosure of 
the $18,000 Nixon expense fund 


as a “bad break” politically, but 


not as a fatal blow to their 


party’s chances of carrying the 
state in the Nov. 4 election, they 
said today. 

They are still counting heavily, 
and hopefully, on the popularity 
of Dwight D. Eisenhower to swing 
Missouri into the Republican col- 
umn by a sufficient majority to 
carry the entire Republican state 
ticket to victory with him. 

The Democrats, on the other 
hand, are confident the Nixon af- 
fair will hurt the Republicans 
generally, at the national, state 
and local levels. They said that 
whatever chances the Republicans 
had in Missouri blew up in their 
own faces when the vice presiden- 
tial nominee admitted wealthy 
Californians put up the money for 
him to “sell free enterprise” te 
the American people. 


A. D. (Bud) Welsh, Republican 
National Committeeman for Mis- 
souri, described the Nixon mat- 
ter as a “bad break,” but de- 
clared it “will not take a single 
vote away from Eisenhower, be- 
cause of the public confidence in 
his integrity.” 

Welsh said that on the basis of 
facts now known about the fund, 
Senator Nixon used none of the 
money for himself but spent it 
to fight Communism and un- 
American activities. 

“If that is true,” he said, “Sen- 
ator Nixon’s actions were not 
only honorable but praiseworthy, 
and I would be willing to make 
a contribution to him for that 
cause.” 

Up to Eisenhower. 

Both Welsh and Perry Comp- 
ton, new Republican state chair- 
man, said party members were 
not too con*erned about the mat- 
ter, and are confident that Eis- 
enhower will handle the matter 


“to the satisfaction of the voters 
in Missouri .nd the nation.” 

Although top state Democratic 
leaders are following the ap- 
proach of Adlai Stevenson in 
withholding sharp denunciation 
of Senator Nixon “until all the 
facts are known,” the party or- 
ganization is preparing to move 
in for the kill by stressing the 
matter in campaign talks and 
releases. — 

Mitchell’s Comment. 

Stephen A. Mitchell, new chair- 
man of the Democratic National 
Committee, stressed the political 
importance of the Nixon fund 
revelations in a meeting last Sat- 
urday with the Democratic State 
Committee and candidates in 
Jefferson City. 

A recommendation that Demo- 
cratic candidates in Missouri high- 
light the Nixon fund disclosures 
in their campaign speeches was 
made by Sam C. Brightman, pub- 
licit, director for the Democratic 
National Committee, in a telegram 
yesterday to Mark R. Holloran, 
Democratic National Committee- 
man for Missouri. 

Holloran said he would reserve 
judgment on the Nixon case until 
it has been brought to light com- 
pletely. But even at best, he said, 
the disclosures will seriously hurt 
the Republicans in Missouri as 
well as in the nation. 

The same view was taken by 
Wilbur F. Daniels, new Democrat- 
ic State Chairman. He said the 
Nixon fund demonstrates that the 
Democrats “do not have a corner 
on all the poor judgment and im- 
propriety,” as the Republicans 
charge. 

“It just points up,” Daniels as- 
serted, “that corruption is a mat- 
ter of individuals and not political 
parties.”

Tests Finished for 12 Jobs. 

Civil service examinations have 
been completed for 12 of the 26 
jobs open to outsiders. The Civil 
Service Commission has declared 
34 men eligible for the 12 posts, 
and all but seven of the 34 al- 
ready work for the Revenue 
Bureau or some other Govern- 
ment agency.

STEVENSON DENIES 
HE IS ADVOCATING 
LABOR COMPULSION

at least I shall not stop any 
minds.” 

He described as “deceit” the 
statement in the Republican plat- 
form that the Taft-Hartley Act 
guarantees the working man “the 
right to quit his job at any time.” 
The real issue is not “amend- 
ment” or “repeal,” he said, but 
what changes should be made in 
the law. 

‘Not a Recap Job.’ 

“But if repeal were in itself the 
issue,” Stevenson said, “I would 
remind Senator Taft that he him- 
self has publicly recognized 23 
mistakes in his favorite law. It 
seems not unreasonable to recom- 
mend that a tire with 23 punc- 
tures and five blowouts needs 
junking and not a recap job with 
reclaimed Republican rubber.” 

Stevenson complimented Sena- 
tor Wayne L. Morse of Oregon, 


| “who revealed. so masterfully how 


all these. explosions we heard 
were only blank cartridges.” Stev- 
enson often has commended 
Morse, a progressive Republican 
whose labor views are far more 
liberal than those of Taft. 

Although it was difficult to 
trace, there was a theme running 
through the speech that indicated 
Stevenson wanted to make clear 
he was not being subservient to 
labor. He seemed to be saying 
that he was going to go his own 
way, generally in labor’s direc- 
tion. 

Crux of Election. 

He touched at one point a mat- 
ter.which may be the real crux 
of this election. There is an old 
theory that, regardless of the ora- 
tory, when a voter enters a polling 
booth he casts his ballot accord- 
ing to the dictates of his pocket- 
book. Stevenson said: 

“We are told—you of Ameri- 
can labor and we of the Demo- 

|cratic party—that we have gone 
too far. What do they mean? Are 
they saying that our people are 
too well fed, too well clothed, too 
well housed? Do they say that our 
children are getting more and 
better schooling than they should? 

“Have we gone too fast in our 
effort to provide equal oppor- 
tunities to working men and wom- 
en of all races and creeds? Are 
the 62,000,000 workers in America 
too healthy, too happy? Should 
fewer of them be working? 

“The Republicans say they want 
a change. Let them, then, speak 
out: which of these things do they 
want changed?” 


Prods General on Vagueness. 
Stevenson said he could not de- 
termine from what Gen. Eisen- 
hower said just what he would 
do about labor relations legisla- 
tion. “If that was his purpose” 
said Stevenson, “‘he succeeded.” 
Stevenson said labor and Gov- 
ernment should seek a pattern of 
full co-operation, but one which 
recognized their mutual independ- 
ence. He suggested strengthen- 
ing the Department of Labor in 
at least five ways: | 
More funds for the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, a labor exten- 
sion service (long a project of 
the Congress of Industrial Organ- 
izations, which already has in- 
dorsed Stevenson), retraining 
men who are replaced by new 
machines, a larger staff for the 
National Labor Relations Board 
(nof in the Labor Department) 
and attention to the problem of 
migratory farm labor. 
Stevenson praised the AFL for 
its anti-Communist activities at 
home and abroad, and he also 
praised President Truman for his 
understanding of labor’s prob- 


lems. 


Gets Thunderous Ovation. 

Stevenson received a thunder- 
ous ovation when he entered the 
|packed Commodore Hotel ball- 
_Toom in company” with William 
| Green, AFL president, and others 
‘of the organization’s leadership, 
and again when he had concluded 
his address. In between he was 
interrupted 39 times by laughter 
or applause. 

“It was a magnificent address,” 
said Green at the conclusion. 
“Now you have heard him. He 
has touched you and moved you 
deeply. There is no question how 
you feel toward’ this great and 
outstanding American.” 

Howls, cheers, stamping and 
fluttering of torn paper fol- 
lowed. 

While Stevenson was talking to 
the 800 delegates and hundreds 
more who stood around the edges 
of the room there were occasional 
shouts of “pour it on, Steve,” and 
“give ‘em hell.” 

Especially appreciated was Ste- 
venson’s acceptance of thé fact that 
labor is of age and should be 
treated in an adult manner, and 
his remark: 


“Ambassadors in overalls can 
be the best salesmen of democ- 
racy.” 

The persistent stamping, shout- 
ing and clapping was in marked 
contrast to the reception ac- 
corded .Eisenhower when he 
spoke from the same platform 
last Wednesday.

Some Republicans feared other- 
wise that it would cripple one of 
their major attacks — against 
scandals in the Truman admin- 
istration. 

The 39-year-old candidate has 
charged an attempted smear by 
left wingers over the fund. 


At fitst it was announced that 
Nixon’s special train would con- 
tinue on into Washington state 
with Senator Harry Cain (Rep.), 
Washington, speaking in Nixon's 
stead. Later James Bassett, press 
secretary, said this had been 
changed and that Nixon would 
pick up on his tour itinerary 
where possible, probably some 
time Wednesday in Montana. 
Washington state will be visited 
later, before the election, Bassett 
added. 

Nixon earlier had given out 
word that he would issue a com- 
plete statement today on his en- 
tire financial history. But Press 
Secretary James Bassett said this 
unusual accounting would be in- 
corporated in the radio-television 
speech, possibly with a supple- 
mentary detailed report. 

When this latter statement will 
be issued has not been deter- 
mined. 

A report on expenditures from 
the fund already has been 
given by Dana F. Smith of Pasa- 
dena, Calif., a trustee of the fund, 
at Nixon’s instigation, along with 
a list of the contributors. 

Nixon’s announcement came 
just six hours before his special 
train was to have left for Seattle, 
with speech making whistle-stops 
along the way. 

Nixon looked calm and more re- 
laxed than he has in the busy few 
days since the story of political 
expenses broke and developed in- 
to a major campaign issue. 

Nixon has received a generally 
favorable reaction in speeches 
since then defending the dona- 
tions by friends who backed his 
1950 senatorial campaign. 


Applause Outweighs Heckling. 


There was some heckling in 
several places on the money 
issue, but this was outweighed by 
the heavy applause for his stand. 
His theme: 


The fund was never a secret. 
It was used to pay extra expenses 
of his Senate office—such as 
travel for political speeches, mail- 
ing and clerical help. He felt 
these were costs which should

John L. Lewis completed the 
agreement Saturday night with 
Harry L. Moses, president of the 
Bituminous (soft) Coal Producers 
Association, just a few hours be- 
fore the 170,000 miners were 
scheduled to go on strike. 

The new pact gives the men a 
daily pay rise of $1.90, increasing 
wages to $18.25 a day. 

It also requires operators to pay 
into the UMW welfare fund 40 
cents for each ton of coal pro- 
duced. Under the old pact oper- 
ators were required to pay 30 
cents. 

Lewis has to convince the Wage 
Stabilization Board that the 11.6 


per cent wage increase is justified 
under wage controls. He may 
have difficulty- doing so. 

Miners throughout the North- 
ern soft coal fields cheered loud 
and long when they learned terms 
of the agreement. Many referred 
to the contract as “Lewis’s great- 
est victory.” 

“Very Good Contract.”

That was 
in 1951. 

Many of the miners who work 
in the steel company-owned pits 
lost almost two months’ work 
during the 1952 steel strike. The 
companies shut down the mines 
when the mills closed. 

‘’'m So Happy.’ 

Ted Meyer, an employe in a 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corp. 
mine in western Pennsylvania, 
probably summed up many of the 
miners’ feelings when he said: 

“I’ve been saving every nickel, 
getting ready for a strike. Now 
I’m so happy, I don’t know what 
to do.” 

However, the settlement with 
the bituminous association doesn’t 
clear away all the clouds in the 
nation’s coal industry. The South- 
ern Coal Producers Association, 
not involved in the agreement, has 
called a meeting of its directors 
for Wednesday in Washington. 

Joseph E. Moody, chief negotia- 
tor for the Southern group, said 
he considers the U.M.W.-Northern 
operators’ pact “awful rough:” He 
added, “I haven’t any idea what 
my people will do.” 

The U.M.W. contract with the 
Southern operators expires Oct. 1. 

The Eastern Pennsylvania an- 
thracite (hard coal) pact expires 
Sept. 30,. but there is little like- 
lihood of trouble in that field. 
The operators already have 
reached a tentative agreement 
with Lewis, calling for them to 
accept contract terms agreed on 
in ‘the remainder of the industry.

| The swing toward the G.O.P. 
oo weaker in the cities, rang- 
ing from every fifth Democratic 

voter in middle-class precincts to 
one of every 10 or 12 in workers’ 
areas. 
| The one New Deal element 
showing virtually no break thus 
far is the Negro. 
' Most of these defections are be- 
ing caused by resentment against 
the draft, the Korean war and in- 
flation—rising living costs, high- 
er taxes and “too much spending.” 
Corruption, despite the emphasis 
given it in Eisenhower’s campaign- 
ing, ranks well down the list of 
issues splitting off one-time Demo- 
cratic voters. 

On the opposite side of the po- 
litical ledger, the strongest single 
Democratic asset is the haunting 
memory of the last depression. 
If Gen. Eisenhower is defeated, it 
‘will be by this dread of a possible 
return to. “them Hoover times.” 


He Is Fed Up, But— 


As an example of what the Re- 
publicans are up against take the 
attitude of one Cleveland worker: 

“This Administration stinks,” 
he told me.

I have sought the why of neo- 
ple’s voting. What are the issues 
‘really agitating the public? Why 
are some persons unshakable in. 
their convictions? Why do others 
find it so difficult to choose be- 
tween the candidates? Can Gov. 
Stevenson hold together the var-' 
Jed elements in the Democratic 
coalition that has won the last 
five presidential elections? Or is 
Gen. Eisenhower’s candidacy 
bringing about a basic reshuffling 
of political forces, opening a new 
political era? 

His Four Conclusions. 

My findings so far must still 
be cross-checked with what other 
voters will be telling me as the 
campaign progresses. However, as 
of the third week of September, 
these general conclusions stand 


out: 

1. Neither candidate is setting 
the voters on fire. “I don’t know 
much about him” is a common 
remark voiced about Gov. Steven- 
ison. As a new name, though, he

Several election surprises may 
be in the making: 

Offsetting Eisenhower's inroads 
among Democrats is a counter- 
swing of hitherto Republican 
voters toward Stevenson. Most, 
but not all of these shifting Re- 
publicans, are disgruntled Taft 
supporters. I have not done 
enough checking of stanchly Re- 
publican areas to judge how 
strong this shift may be. The 
persistence with which it crops 
up suggests it has some force. 

The last four years have brought 
a spectacular increase in the num- 
ber of young farmers who are 
more Democratic-minded than 
the older generation. 

Against that, significant num- 
bers of farm tenants who backed 
both Roosevelt and Truman are 
swinging for Eisenhower in anger 
over the effects of inflation. 

A curious irony, Senator Rich- 
ard Nixon, who was nominated 
for vice president to help carry 
California, may cost Eisenhow:2r 
that state. Hostility, to Nixon, I 
found, is proving a powerful in- 
fluence in propelling ‘former sup- 
porters of Henry Wallace—almost 
200,000 strong in California—to 
return to the Democratic ranks 
almost en masse, despite an ex- 
pressed liking for Eisenhower 
personally. In New York City by 
contrast, some Wallaceites told 
me they would vote for Eisen- 
hower.

OV. STEVENSON, who regu- 
ped accuses Gen. Eisenhower 
of stealing the Democratic 
platform, has been busily at work, 
all unobserved, stealing Eisen- 
hower’s greatest single asset. 

The Stevenson campaign strat- 
egy reflects certain outstanding 
characteristics of the Illinois Gov- 
ernor: Intelligence, political bold- 
ness, and perhaps most notably, 
tough-minded and even rather 
wily calculations. 
His greatest political problem 
has been to get himself known, 


what he has to Say. 


During the campaign’s incubat- 
ing period last August, Stevenson 
and his advisors therefore 
shrewdly calculated that he must 
be very quickly established as a 
new and novel and easily identi- 
fied personality in his own mind. 
The chief instrument to this end 
was Stevenson’s own native and 
remarkable abilities as a wit and 
phrase-maker. Now Stevenson’s 
reputation as a first-class enter- 
tainer has been given free ad- 
vertising by the Republicans, who 
seem to be seized with the insane 
notion that American voters re- 
gard a sense of humor as repre- 
hensible. 


Humor Attracts Crowds. 


Stevenson still suffers from 
anonymity, in comparison with 
Eisenhower. A good many voters 
seem to think his name is “Stev- 
ens,” but his reputation as a hu- 
morist is already, according to 
reporters who have covered his 
campaign from the start, begin- 
ning to draw the crowds. People 
want to find out if he is really as 
funny as he is cracked up to be. 
When they come to a rally, or 
turn on the radio or television, 
they hear a few jokes which are 
often genuinely funny—and which 
are always extremely damaging to 
the Republicans, 


These jokes are only the cur- 
tain-raiser, or teaser, to use the 
words favored in the entertain- 
ment trade. Take last week’s 
speech in Hartford, Conn., as an 
example of the Stevenson tech- 
nique. He lived well up to the 
entertainment - seekers’ expecta- 
tions, with a whole series of jokes, 
perfectly timed; the Governor 
makes his jokes dead-pan, and 
when he hears the first tentative 
laugh, he responds with an odd 
puckish grin, which sends his au- 
dience into peals of laughter. 
Then, with the audience chuck- 
ling and in good humor, the puck- 
ish grin suddenly disappears. At 
Hartford, as always at major 
speeches since this reporter 
joined Stevenson, the candidate

Stevenson’s Strategy. 


An observer, glancing back 
over the audience, could see Ste- 
venson’s listeners straining for- 
ward to try to understand Ste- 
venson’s polished and often diffi- 
cult phrases, This part of the 
speech was actually not so bril- 
liant to read as it was to hear, 
since it left out the essential 
points—the Soviet Union’s grow-. 
ing power of devastating surprise 
attack—and it was alJso subtly 
partisan, but it did not sound that 
way. Indeed, Stevenson’ sounded 
not like a candidate, but like a 
President, solemnly addressing all 
the people. 

This; of course, is precisely the 
way it was intended to sound. 
Sounding this way is the second 
part of Stevenson’s bold, care- 
fully caleulated campaign stra- 
tegy. This reporter, after a sev- 
eral thousand-mile tour of the 
country, is strongly inclined to be- 
lieve that it may turn out to be 
a very shrewd" strategy. 

The voters desperately want to 
vote for some one who really 
understands the world situation, 
and knows how to deal with it. 
It does not matter that no one 
really knows how to deal with it. 
A candidate tobe elected, must 
sound as though he did. 

Which is, one suspects, pre- 
cisely the ‘way people expected 
Eisenhower to sound. Reporters 
on the Eisenhower train are con- 
stantly grumbling because the 
Eisenhower speeches are so full 
of un-newsworthy generalities, It 
is hard to write a news story 
when the general calculates again

Eisenhower’s Biggest Asset. 

Actually this sort of thing Is 
all that a whistle-stop audience 
expects or should be given, and 
the warm reaction of the big 
whistle-stop crowds to Eisenhow- 
er’s speeches attests his immense 
popularity. But the fact remains 
that Eisenhower’s reputation as a 
great world leader has been his 
greatest single asset. 


It is odd, when you think about 
it, that Stevenson, the little known 
politician, is somehow managing 
to sound a good deal of the time 
like a great world leader, while 
Eisenhower, the authentic great 
world leader, is often made to 
sound like a politician. 

A good many voters, at least, 
seem to be waiting for Eisenhow- 
er’s own estimates of the real na- 
ture of the world situation, and 
how to deal with it, based on 
Eisenhower’s unrivaled  experi- 
ence, 

It just might turn out to be 
good politics that Eisenhower es- 
timates are rather complicated 
and technical and difficult, and 
involve the telling of some un- 
pleasant truths, and seem not to 
have much to do with a partisan 
political campaign, and even 
broke all the literary canons of 
Eisenhower’s stable of ghost writ- 
re.

In time, they will do the 
same for Stevenson’s easy quips, 
but there is little time left be- 
fore election. 

Truman’s remarkable lack of 
restraint when campaigning is 
now legendary. The chances are 
that he will consistently take in 
a lot more territory than is 
wholesome for Stevenson. 

For example, in a health forum 
this week he plugged again for 
the Ewing plan which the doc- 
tors’ lobby has successfully trans- 
formed into the hate phrase, 
“socialized medicine.” Stevens 
himself has ignored the Ewing

Just:a 
few moments ago on this bright 
night we heard the scrape and 
squeak of a Communist supply 
train rumbling into Wonsan, 
When the wind is just right you 
can even hear the Reds shouting 
to each other in the station. 


When a first-rate target like 
'a train turns up, the Marine’s 
artillery fire direction team on

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The Mines Stay Open 


For the second straight year John L. Lewis 
has managed to settle wage differences with the 
Northern soft coal operators without a strike. 
So much depends on coal production, especially 
with winter coming on, that the latest contract 
agreement will be a cause for public relief. 


But the Tact that the doughty Mr. Lewis and 
the operators can agree does not abruptly end 
the issue. For the Wage Stabilization Board 
must approve the $1.90-a-day pay increase grant- 
ed the ming workers.. This will be a test for the 
new WSB as reorganized by congressional direc- 
tion. 

At the beginning of 1950 the basic miner's 
wage was $14.05 a day, and this has now been 
raised by $4.20. Apparently the new increase is 
4 per cent or more above the WSB’s two direc- 
tives for cost of living increases.

Crookedness on the part of a minority of per- 
sons in dealing with insurance companies is cost- 
ing all purchasers of automobile damage insur- 
ance an ugly penny. Mark Hart, president of the 
American Plan. Corp., which writes physical 
damage insurance on financed automobiles, tells 
about it in The Spectator, an insurance trade 
publication. 

Though Mr. Hart discusses physical damage 
insurance—insurance covering damage to the in- 
sured’s own car—the same problems apply to 
personal liability and property damage insur- 
ance. 

Most common among the crooked practices he 
describes is conniving with the repair man to 
pad the bill so that the insured will not have to 
pay the first $50 or $100 which is supposed to 
be deductible from the insurance company’s lia- 
bility under the terms of the policy. 

Some owners scratch up their cars to get free 
paim jobs under the “malicious mischief” fea- 
ture of their comprehensive coverage. Others, 
when they burn out their bearings by running 
without oil, abandon their cars, report them 
stolen, and have the bearings replaced at the 
company’s cost under the theft provision of the 
policy. 

Still others, Mr. Hart says, try to pass the 
damages of several accidents—sometimes as 
many as four—off as one, to avoid paying their 
proper part of the cost. 

Cars frequently go off the sides of mountains 
without injuring anyone, when a purchaser who 
has bought too much automobile for his pocket- 
book finally finds the monthly payments catch- 
ing up with him, Mr. Hart writes—and many are 
burned under the same auspices. The dishonest 
repairman, who fixes up old parts and charges 


‘for new ones, or who replates parts that could 


not possibly have been damaged in the accident 
in question, is another villain of Mr. Hart’s 


‘piece. So is the dishonest adjuster, who has his 


i 
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hand out for a kickback from the dishonest re- 
pairman. 

Everyone who buys insurance “pays the 
freight” for these frauds on the insurance com- 
panies. The consequences. have become so bad, 
Mr. Hart says, that “the insurance costs coinci- 
dent with the automobile today are in many in- 
stances prohibitive.” 

Instead of merely crying about the high cost 
of insurance, ~: purchasers of that commodity 
should help protect the insurance companies— 
and eventually themselves—from being defraud- 
ed, Mr. Hart declares. Most insurance buyers, we 
believe, will agree that it is enough to, pay for 
the insurance, without buying a hidden crook in 
the premium as well. 


School Board Stalling 


Have friendship and political regularity re- 
placed merit and fitness as standards for the

Disturbing answers are hinted at in the dis- 
covery that a committee which was supposed to 
have been supervising the merit program not 
only is cutrently inactive, but in the last three 
or four years may not have functioned at all. 


But what is even worse is the attitude of the 
School Board’s Old Guard members, who have 
exhibited a crass and perhaps significant indif- 
ference to the entire subject. Not one of them— 
Charles J. Dyer, William Schumacher, J. Harry 
Pohlman and James F. Morrell—appeared at a 
special meeting to inquire into the matter, nor 
did they send word explaining their absence. 


Since three other members—Mrs. Irma H. 
Friede, James J. Fitzgerald and Oscar A. Ehr- 
hardt—notified Board President Charles H. Chris- 
tel they could not attend, the meeting had to be 
called off for lack of a quorum, Mr. Christel and 
the Citizens’ bloc, including H. M. Stolar, Henry 
O. Whiteside, Prof. Frank L. Wright and William 
Charles were on hand and eager to seek out the 
answers. 

We record the names of those present and 
those absent for the information of voters who 
may be more concerned with what goes on at 
911 Locust street than some of their elected rep- 
resentatives. We also think the names may be 
significant for other reasons. 

For one thing, Mr. Christel’s term as president 
expires next month, and indications are that the 
Old Guard and its frequent allies will name the 
new president. The president appoints investi- 
gating committees. If he Were an Old Guards- 
man, he could ignore.the Citizens’ group—the 
five members most eager to investigate—and 
make his choices from among those who appear 
least interested in getting the facts. It takes 
only a little stalling to bring about such a situ- 
ation. Could it be, that the mass absences can 
be explained in that way? 

Whatever the explanation, it seems obvious 
that there may well be more than meets the 
eye in the board’s hiring office. School business 
is public business and the people have a right 
to know. whether it is being conducted as it 
should be. Is it? 
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Senator Kem Faces Both Ways 

Senator Kem is reported to have told Gen. 
Eisenhower during the latter’s visit to Missouri 
that they are in “substantial agreement” on 
foreign policy. 

Senator Kem’s voting record, however, is 
more than clear. He opposed the Atlantic pact, 
he opposed the Marshall plan, he opposed addi- 
tional troops for Gen. Eisenhower’s NATO com- 
mand, At every step he has fought the interna- 
tional policies which Gen. Eisenhower has helped 
to execute and for which he stands. 


If the Senator now agrees with the General, 
this can mean only that the Senator has changed 
his views. Yet he went out of his way, both at 
Kiel Auditorium and in other speeches during 
Gen. Eisenhower's Misseuri tour, to announce 
with great emphasis that “I will not change my 
political views for political expediency.” 

In all fairness we think Senator Kem fs. en- 
titled to commendation for that statement. But 
how can he possibly square it with his other 
statement that he now “substantially agrees” 
with Gen, Eisenhower's foreign policy views? 
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A Moderate at Richmond 


In his first campaign appearance in the South, 
Gov. Stevenson at Richmond held out the hope 
of a reconciliation between the bitter-enders on 
both sides of the civil rights question. Will the 
South accept his initiative? Is it not time, after 
four years of fruitless deadlock, to end the de- 


- bate over symbols and slogans, and buckle down 


to the creative task. of fashioning positive civil 
rights legislation upon which men of good will 
can agree? ° 

The Democratic nominee was conciliatory in 
the sense that he showed a sensitive apprecia- 
tion of the South’s problems and a willingness 
to go more than half way to meet them: He 
did not by any means abandon the civil rights 
principles on which he has stood. He reminded 
his audience that he whole-heartedly backs the 
Democratic platform, and would “justly earn 
your contempt if I talked one way in the South 
and another way elsewhere.” 

At the same time, Gov. Stevenson rejected 
political abuse of the racial problem, the exploi- 
tation of racial tensions for- votes, as both dan- 
gerous and revolting. He appealed for reason 
and clarity—the kind of clarity which under- 
stands that justice must be done to our minority 
groups not because otherwise the Soviets will 
be given a propaganda weapon, but because 
justice is evéry man’s due. ' “We must do right 
for right’s sake alone.” 

The man who spoke at Richmond was clearly 
a moderate, yet one who firmly believes in 
action based squarely on principle. Are there 
not enough moderates in the South who will re- 
spond to his appeal? If so, then the country can 
look forward to constructive advance in the civil 
rights field in the event of his election.

Their re- 
sources in this respect seem ri- 
diculously small in comparison 
to those of the Eisenhower camp. 


Learning the Hard Way. 


Gov. Stevenson was amazed a 
few days ago to find that his 
campaign headquarters staff had 
grown to a total of 71. He had 
originally thought that it could 
all be done with a half-dozen 
associates and three or four sec- 
retaries. Amateurs are still dis- 
covering the facts'of a big-time 
political operation by the painful 
method of trial and error.

ALBANY, N.Y., Sept. 22 (AP)— 
A source close to Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey said yesterday the Gover-

WASHINGTON EX-GOVERNOR 


SEATTLE, Sept. 22 (AP)—Ro- 
land Hill Hartley, who turned to 
politics after amassing a fortune 
as a timberman and was twice 
elected Governor of Washington 
state, died here yesterday. He was 
88 years old. 

Hartley, a Republican, became 
Governor in 1925 and served two 
stormy terms as the state’s chief 
executive: He dropped out of 
public life after he was defeated 
in this third bid for the office in 
1936 and had lived in virtual re- 
tirement at his home in Everett, 
Wash. 

Almost continuous controversy 
marked Hartley’s eight years as 
Governor. A recall movement was 
started against him in 1926 after 
his appointees to the University 
of Washington board of regents 
dismissed Henry Suzzallo as uni- 
versity president.

Sedgman, who some supporters 
said had an “off day,” denied that 
his play was not as good as usual. 
He said the only reason for his 
loss was Seixas’s brilliant playing. 

Seixas broke through Sedg- 
man’s service in the final games 
of both the first and third sets, 
the point giving him the set each 
time.

Demaret Wins 
After Failure 
Of Leaders 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22 (AP) 
—When the Professional Golfers’ 
Association named its 10 greatest 
pros of the past 50 years, Jimmy 
Demaret barely made the list. 
He took last place. But it proved 
a happy choice. 

The honor was conferred Satur- 
day night. Twenty hours later 
Demaret, now a somewhat portly 
42-year-old, showed how. he got 
to the top by winning $2400 in 
the $15,000 National Celebrities 
Open tournament, sponsored by 
the Washington Post. 

Demaret has won a lot of tour- 
naments in his day, but it’s doubt- 
ful if he ever won one with a 
more unusual ending. 

He began the day in third place, 
shot a l-over par 7l—and yet 
came in the winner with a 282. 

The reason, of course, was that 
every one else faltered more.

This put him in a three-way tie 
for second, at 283, with Ted Kroll 
of New Hartferd, N.Y., and Sam 
Snead.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22 (AP)— 
Two escaped convicts were shot 
to death yesterday in a gun battle 
with police r leaving a trail 


of terror across part of Pennsyl- 
vania into New York City. 

A detective was fatally wound- 
ed in the hail of sub-machine 
gun and pistol fire. ; 

A third member of the convict 
trio was captured unhurt as 31 
policemen blasted their way into 
the fugitives’ apartment hideout. 

Joseph Nolen, 26 years old, 
and his brother, Ballard, 22, from 
Harlan county, Ky., died in the 
roaring five minutes of close- 
range fire. 

Detective Philip Lamonica, 45, 
shot three times in the chest, 
died in a hospital a short time 
later. Detective Nicholas Cotter, 
34, was seriously wounded. 

Chicago Convict Captured. 

Captured was Elmer Schuer, 
21, of Chicago, who broke out 
of the Lewisburg (Pa.), Federal 
Prison with the Nolen brothers 
on Sept. 10. They had been serv- 
ing long terms for bank robbery. 

When Schuer was paraded into 

the glare of a floodlight at a 
police lineup today, he started to 
speak, but a police captain cut 
him off. 
“There’ s little that can be said 
about you,” the captain barked. 
“You sent one good detective to 
the morgue and another good de- 
tective to the hospital> Keep the 
widow and the two children of 
the dead officer in mind when 
you go to the death house. Now, 
get out of here!” 

The trio never intended to 
come to New York. After their 
escape, they planned to head for 
Scranton, Pa., but took a wrong 
road turn in a stolen car. When 
they found themselves bound for 
New York, they figured they |_— 
might as well “lose themselves 
in the big city,” police said. 

Schuer told police that the trio 
stole a dozen weapons from a 
Bronx gun store last Monday and 
looted a Bronx bank of $12,670 
in a daring daylight holdup the 
next day. 

A vast manhunt had been 
pressed for the three men since 
they escaped from Lewisburg. 
Terrorizing a large section of 
Pennsylvania, they held a family 
of seven captive for 1t9 hours 
while they hid in their home, 
stole money and at least three 
cars and stabbed a private duty 
policeman. 

Apartment Barricaded. 

New York police, converging 
on a seventh-floor apartment in 
uptown Manhattan shortly after 
Saturday midnight on ‘a tip that 
the fugitives were holed up there, 
found the place barricaded. 

The fugitives were surprised in 
a tryst with three Negro women, 
all of whom were seized and held 
as material witnesses. The apart- 
ment bore evidence of a drinking 
bout. 

Police said an _ unidentified 
suitor of one of the women— 
Arlene Ball, 32—gave the infor- 
mation that led to the hideout.

3.. Should Nixon step out, 
the Republican national com- 
mittee might well select Gov. 
Earl Warren of California as 
his successor-nominee. 

4. Warren is immensely pop- 
ular with. voters, including 
many independents, and would 
greatly strengthen the Repub- 
lican national ticket. 

5. This in turn would make 
it more difficult for the Dem- 
ocrats to win. 

Hence the silent Democratic 
prayer shrewd politicians that 
Nixon tries to ride out the gale..

000 fund from wealthy contrib- 
utors has been a matter open 
to the public ever since its in- 
ception, Democrats here insist on 
calling it a “secret fund” on this 
basis:

17 Webster Groves Girl Scouts Return With Memories of 3130-Mile Junket

AVING successfully weath- 

ered such crises as rainstorms 

that almost floated their tents 
away, ice water for bathing and 
a food order for 50 dinner guests 
locked up in the grocery store, 17 
Webster Groves Girl Scouts are 
home from a 15-day, 3130-mile 
tour north of the border —and 
already dreaming of their next 
junket. 

The only International Friend- 
ship Troop in the St. Louis Girl 
Scout Council, a Community Chest 
agency, Senior Troop 91 of Em- 
manuel Episcopal Church in Web- 
ster had been planning a trip to 
Canada for three years. Eight 
months ago, members started rais- 
ing money for their bus fare, but 
long before that they were poring 
over geography and history books 
and deciding what and whom to 
see when departure day at last 
would.dawn: 

As a result, they knew more 
about Canada than the Canadians 
knew about them. In their trim 
green uniforms, they were iden- 
tified as Wacs and Salvationists 
and eyes turned to stare as their 
big red bus, bearing a St. Louis 
banner chugged down the streets 
of big cities and hamlets. 

The girls, 14- and 15-year-old 
Webster High School sophomores, 
brought back armloads of china 
and woolens, hundreds of photo- 
graphs and postcards, a few knick- 
knacks and new versions of old 
songs.

But once, in 
Toronto, the shopping scheme 
backfired. 

The girls were supposed to 
stay at a site near Toronto but 
when the big bus wouldn’t clear 
the gates, they had to change 
their plans and go on to their 
next stop, nearby Burlington, To 
thank the Burlington Girl Guides 
for permitting them to advance 
their schedule by one day, they 
invited all 50 of them for dinner, 
then ordered the groceries from 
a Toronto store. 

“We went to the Toronto Fair 
that afternoon and on the way 
back to the grocery got held up 
in traffic,” said Mrs. Beattie. “By 
the time we got there the store 
had closed and all the employes 
had gone home.

“TO TABLE” a Matter and the 
“TABLE OF CONTENTS.” 
NE of our readers inquires 

QO about the expression “to 
table“ as this is used in a 

club ‘meeting that is set aside or 

postponed. As he suggests, the 
idea is obviously a metaphorical 
allusion to leaving the matter in 
question on the table; but the 
phrase has a more definite origin 
in the story of the word “table.” 

We has “table” as a noun from 
the Latin “tabula,” a board or 
tablet. The verb is from the same 
root meaning, first of all, to tab- 
ulate that is, literally, “to form 
into a table” or catalogue. This 
brings in the connection with that 
interesting phrase “table of con- 
tents.” The table of contents is, 
of course, a cataloguing or listing, 
in the sense which “table” ac- 
quired as a tablet on which 
something was cut, written or 
painted. As parly as 1550, we find 
in black and white ‘“‘the table of 
this boke” (book). 

“To table” then is easily un- 
derstandable in the sense of to 
tabulate. And in this lies the ex- 
planation of the parliamentary 
usage, to which our correspond- 
ent refers, of “to table,” signify- 
ing postponement. The thing 
“tabled” thus is listed, as it were, 
and put aside.

| Fix It Yourself

Stuck Windows. 


NSTEAD of going on vacation 
| we spent two weeks this sum- 

mer studying up on stuck win- 
dows and have come up with 
some really fascinating informa- 
tion. 

We found, for example, that the 
average double hung window will 
stick for two very good reasons. 
One is that the sash has either 
become wider or the window 
frame narrower and the other is 
that the sash has either become 
thicker or the two stop beads on 
the frame that hold the sash in 
place have come closer together. 


You can tell easily enough what's 
causing the trouble by removing 


-those two little stop beads on 


each side of the frame. Once 
they are out of the way, try mov- 
ing the sash. If it won't move, 
then you’ve got a sash that’s too 
wide or a frame that’s too nar- 
row. What you have to do here 
is get the sash out of the frame 
and this will require a little gen- 
tle pounding -on your part and a 
good deal of strong language. 
Once you have the sash out, take 
a little wood off each side. You 
can do this with a plane but take 
it very gently because it’s awfully 


easy to take too much. Maybe 
you’d be safer just to use some 
coarse sandpaper. Try to fit the 
sash back into the frame from 
time to time so you won't take 
off more wood than is necessary. 
When the sash fits comfortably, 
coat the exposed wood of the 
sash with linseed oil and replace. 

If the sash worked okay when 
the stop beads were removed, just 
refasten the beads back into piace 
leaving a slight gap between sash 
and bead.

Check for Child

OUR CHILD should have had a medical check before he 
V stare to school this autumn—or during the first weeks 

of school. Although children are enormously rugged 
physically, they usually do not complain of early troubles 
with seeing and hearing or of other symptoms, 

These can be found by your doctor in a routine yearly 
check. He can also keep up their immunizations to smallpox, 
tetanus, and other diseases as an important measure in pre- 
ventive medicine. 

In addition you will have the calming assurance that your 
child is ready for heavy play and athletics. If anything is 
wrong, you will have detected it early enough to avoid as 
much damage as possible.

PEOPLE are certainw more. valuable and irreplaceable 
than motor cars. Yet many who would not think of having 
a medical check for themselves or their children are very 
particular about taking their car to a trusted mechanic every 
5000 or 10,000 miles. Certainly, you and your children’s bodies 
deserve more careful attention than your car. 

A child is enormously handicapped when he cannot read 
the blackboard clearly. He can have a great need for cor- 
rective glasses without realizing it at all. With present large 
classes, it can even escape his teacher’s attention. When chil- 
dren are unable to see well, their work and learning go down- 
hill. Such children can be mistakenly branded as stupid when 
all they need is a pair of spectacles. 

Such a correctable defect can be picked up during your 
child’s yearly medical check. Or you may prefer to have your 
eye doctor check on this. Damage from undetected chronic 
disease can also be detected in these yearly examinations 
by your doctor. 

> Se -s 

FOR INSTANCE, children can have heart damage from 
rheumatic fever without anyone realizing they have had rheu- 
matic fever in the first place. It may have been mistaken 
for a cold or other minor infection for which the doctor 
wasn’t even called at the time. 

This doesn’t happen often, but it can. A later examina- 
tion will detect any early heart damage. Your doctor ean 
then advise measures to prevent a recurrence of the rheu- 
matic fever which would cause further heart damage. 

By charts now available, your doctor can tell you whether 
your child is growing and developing normally. 

The yearly check should include a visit to the dentist. 
Space-occupying first teeth can be saved by finding early tooth 
decay and filling them. ;

HE calf is the fleshy hinder part of the leg below the 

knee. Were it in front it would protect the shin from 

painful blows. Unfortunately for the shin,. nature ar- 
ranged otherwise. 

Nevertheless, the calf performs a useful purpose since it 
contains muscles which assist a person in walking and running. 
Equally important, a well-rounded calf is handy in supporting 
the garter, which keeps the sock up. . 

However, unless the calf is regularly exercised, it does not 
develop properly. Then it ceases to be well rounded. When it 
is not well rounded there is nothing for the garter to cling to. 
So garter and sock tend to slip toward the ground. 

A garter and sock which are slifping toward the ground 
cause the wearer mental distress. No telling when this will 
fall so low that the garter will show below the trouser cuff. 
In that case it will have to be removed. Or else must be 
pulled back over the calf, from which position it will quickly 
slip down again. 

A falling sock and garter distract the attention. It is 
hard to follow what is being said or to think up clever replies 
when at any moment it may be necessary to rescue a garter.

NY recent book of military history is likely to contain the 
remark that by the beginning of 1944, World War II was really 
won, Quite rightly, too.

There was 
no sign of the enemy; nothing but 
rolling waters, blue by day and 
black by night, an empty sky, and 
ships of war in every direction as 
far as the eye could see, steaming 
in a great majestic diagram under 
the stars and the sun. 

Willie Keith was a full-fledged 
officer of the deck now, and he 
took for granted all the mechani- 
cal aids that eased his task. He 
did not consider the work easy. 
He was enormously and continu- 
ously impressed with his quick- 
won mastery of the sea, and with 
his military authority.

Fruit Salad Molds 

Ingredients: one package 
lemon-flavored gelatin, one and 
one-fourth cups hot water, one- 
half cup syrup from canned fruit 
cocktail, three-fourth cup drained 
thawed frozen raspberries, one 
small banana, one and one-half 
cups drained canned fruit cock- 
tail, salad greens, whipped cream 
dressing. 

Method: Dissolve gelatin in 
hot water. Blend in syrup from 
fruit cocktail. Cool to consistency 
of unbeaten egg white. Stir in 
raspberries, diced banana and 
well-drained fruit cocktail. Turn 
into individual molds and chill 
until firm.

Then he can never hope 
to put over the sort of magnifi- 
cent swindle that South got away 
with in this deal:

South opened the bidding with 
a diamond, and, with the oppo- 
nents silent throughout the auc- 
tion, eventually landed at a con- 
tract of six clubs. 

West made his natural lead, the 
heart queen, and when the dum- 
my went down, South saw that he 
was a dead pigeon ... unless he 
could put over a fast one. If the 
heart king or ace won the first 
trick, the moment a defender got 
in with the third round of dia- 
monds, he would make a quick 
sift to spades, and that would be 
that. 

South had the forementioned 
habit of studying the dummy on 
every hand, so, when he thought 
for a moment this time, he did 
not hoist the alert signal for 
West. After thinking, South 
played the heart six from dummy 
and the seven from his own hand! 

How many players do you know, 
dear reader, who would not fall 
for this hoax, in West’s position? 
Not many, surely! Well, West 
fell: he led another heart. That, 
in effect, was the end of the mat- - 
ter. The heart king won, declar- 
er drew two rounds of trumps, 
cashed the heart ace and the top 
diamonds, then ruffed a diamond. 
Now it was routine to re-enter 
the closed hand with a trump, to 
discard the 10 and the seven of 
spades on the established dia- 
monds, and to claim the slam con- 
tract.

Furnishing post office pens is 
one function in which no one 
would accuse the Government of 
extravagance.

The 
temptation to go off with it is not 
strong.

There is nothing more tangible 
than circumstantial evidence to 
prove that officials condition post 
office pens for the duty they are 
to perform by using them in a 
game of darts. 

In an uncertain world the post 
office pen is a factor that is stable 
and immutable.

There is no possibility of its be- 
coming worse than it is. 

The post office pen is as solid 
and firm as the Constitution. In 
fact, it is even more so.

WEET corn,” to most of 
us, means corn-on-the-cob. 
It received its title because 
in contrast to field corn used for 


ee cornmeal and for animal fodder, 


it is not only tender but actually 
has or should have a high sugar 
content. This is more noticeable 
when the ears are tender and 
tea than when they are ma- 
ure. 


Years ago, most of the sweet 
corn was white, but nowadays 


-:|Mmuch of the best is golden yel- 
«| low. Sometimes the kernels seem 
Ls rather large but it may be sweet 


anyway if it is picked at the right 
point and cooked as soon as pos- 
sible after it comes from the gar- 
den. That is when we like to eat 
it from the cob. Only butter, salt 
and pepper are needed to make 
our pleasure complete. Remem- 
ber that corn-on-the-cob should 
not be husked until just. before 
cooking and it should not be 
overcooked. It does not need a 
large amount of water. It will 
cook just as well in the steam 
as it will completely immersed. 
Five to six minutes is often long 
enough to “set the milk.”

the raw corn that it is not par- 
ticularly sweet even if fresh, it 
will be enjoyed more if the ker- 
‘nels are cut from the cob. They 
may then be combined with a lit- 
tle milk and cooked in a double 
boiler until tender. Of course, 
salt and, very likely, a little sugar 
will be needed before butter and 
cream are added. A liberal sprink- 
ling of paprika is a good addition. 


This type of corn may also be 
used for the ever popular corn 
pudding. If the corn is young, it 
may be used raw, but if it is a 
little old, parboiling is indicated 
for this recipe. 


Corn Pudding. 


Three tablespoons butter or 
margarine; three tablespoons 
flour; one teaspoon salt: one ta- 
blespoon sugar: one and one- 
fourth cups milk; two cups grated 
corn, raw or parboiled; two eggs, 
well-beaten. 


Melt butter or margarine and 
Stir in flour, salt and sugar. Stir 
in milk and stir over low heat 
until thick. Add corn and fold in 
well-beaten eggs.

ERHAPS the most powerful |! 


P American Indians of the past 

were the Iroquois. Instead of 
making up a single tribe, these 
Indians belonged to a number of 
tribes. 

For a long time there were five 
tribes in the Iroquois group. 
These were the Mohawks, the 
Senecas, the Onondagas, the Cay- 
ugas and the Oneidas. 

That period lasted a century 


| 


and a half. People of the time of- 
ten spoke of the Iroquois as “‘the 
Five Nations.” After the Tusca- 
rora tribe joined the league 230 
years ago, it became a custom to 
speak of “the Six Nations.” 

& .&%..-% 

THE EARLY HOMELAND of 
the Iroquois was south and east. 
of Lake Ontario, chiefly in the 
present state of New York. Later 
the Iroquois power spread far 
and wide, reaching from the St. 
Lawrence river to the Tennessee 
river, from the state of Maine to 
the state of Indiana. 

Iroquois ,long houses are fa- 
mous, but before I describe them, 
I wish to make this statement: it 


would be wrong to suppose that fegce made with tall, 
all of these Indians lived in such | Stakes set close 


homes. There were small houses, 
or cabins, in their villages, along 
with the big ones. 

Whether a dwelling was large 
or small, it was the custom to 
make a framework of poles and to 
cover it with bark. Many of the 
houses had rounded roofs, but 
others had slanted roofs. It ap- 
pears that the Iroquois copied the 
slanted roofs from certain pioneer

homes which they observed. 

AT ANY EVENT, the idea of 
the long house was original with 
the Indians. The so-called “savage 
Iroquois” were modern enough 
to build apartment houses! 

A long house was likely to he 
from 50 to 100 feet long, or even 
more. The height usually was 
from 15 to 20 feet, and the width 
from 14 to 18 feet. Animal hides 
or sheets of bark divided the 
spaces for the various families 
living inside. Certain long houses 
were used as dwellings by 15 or 
20 families. ‘ 

Around each was aA 
pointed 
together. The 
fence helped to guard the vil- 
lage from a surprise attack.
